WASHINGTON, December 21.—The president 
today nominated James C. Matthews, of New 
York. to be recorder of deeds for the District 
of Columbia... Matthews isthe Albany colored 
nan, who has once been rejected by the senate, 
but who is now the incumbent of the office by 
appointment during the recess of congress. 
in secret session, the Matthews nomination was 
referred tothe committee on the District of 
Columbia. It is said to have been accompanied 
by a message from the president, giving his 
reasons for sending in a second time the name 
of aipan whose nomination the senate had 
once rejected. It is reported that the message 
after reaching the fact of the first nomination 
and rejection, states that a large 
number of persons in the district 
bad conceived prejudice against Matthews, 
which fact doubtless inftuenced the action of 
the semate: that Matthews had now been in 
‘ flice secveral months and had proved his capac- 
liv by resening the records of office from loss 
and illegibly, and that his management of the 
etiice had effect of removing much of the oppoe- 
sition which formerly existed. For these rea 
sons and professing an earnest desire to co-oper 
ate in securing for the colored men a just 
recognition, he ventures in the utmost good 
faith to send in the nomination again, disclaim- 
ing, however. any intention of questioning the 
previous action of the senate in the premises. 


A SUIT COMPROMISED. 


secretary Fairchild Accepts an Offer of the 
Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad, 

\WASHINGTON, December 21.—Acting Secre- 
tary Fairchild has accepted an oifer of the Nash- 
ville, (hattanooga and St. Louis railroad com- 
pany to pay thesum of $153,600 in compromise 
of the claim of the United States, now in suit 
against thatcompany, in the middle district of 
Tennessee, founded on certain matured and un- 
paid interest coupons of bends issued by the 
company and held by the United States. 

The bonds in question, 512 in number and 
secured by mortgage. were transferred to the 
| nited States by the state of ‘Tennessee as se- 
curity for certain Indian trust funds held by 
the United States and loaned to the state, The 
unpaid coupons were those due from January 
1, Ir61. to January 1. 1566. 

In 1S*0 suit was brought to recover the 
amount of these coupons, as wellas the inter- 
est Which exceeds the face value of the cou- 
pons. The defendant interposed a plea of 
statute of limitations, and the court sustained 
the plea. ‘This decision was, however, reversed 
by the United States supreme court on a writ 
of error, and the case was remanded to the 
court below, where it is now pending. The 
offer to compromise contemplates the payment 
of a total sum in six monthly installments of 
#25,000 each, Its acceptance was recommended 
by the United Statesattorney and by Judge 
McCue, solicitor of the treasury,

THE FLAMES BREAK OUT IN A 


DOZEN PLACES. 


Diabolical Work of Ineendiaries~Another Heavy 
Loss by Fire in Galveston—A Largs Busiuess 
Building in New York Destroyed— Losses 
and Ineurance — Fires Elsewliere. 


GALVESTON, Texas, December 21,—A disas- 
trous fire broke out at three o’clock this morn- 
ing in the residence portion of the city, on 
Avenne K, between Twenty-first and Twenty 
second streets. This section of the city is com- 
posed almost exclusively of wooden buildings. 
The fire spread with great rapidity, owing to 
the water in the cisterns in the vicinity becom- 
ing exhausted, and before the flames were con- 
trolled they had swept over the greater portion 
of two Squares from Avenue I to Broadway, 
bounded by Twenty-first and Twenty-second 
streets. Twenty-eight dwelling houses and 
two grocery stores were burned. Much house- 
hold furniture was saved. The total loss is 
estimated from $30,000 to $100,000; insurance 
about $50,000. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., December 21.—News 
has been received from Vituni, an inland town 
of Faulkner county, this state, to the effect 
that about 3 o’clock Sunday-morning every 
business house in the town, simultaneously, 
was set on fire and burned to the ground, in- 
cluding the barns, cribs and outhouses of 
Messrs. George. and Thomas Harris, residing 
about a half mile from Vituni. Nothing at all 
was saved, and the Harris brothers lost great 
quantities of corn, fodder, cotton seed, hogs, 
etc., they being considered the wealthiest 
farmers in the county. The total loss is about 
$156,000. No one has been arrested, but sus- 
picion points to one or two su3picious charac- 
ters.

Workmen under 
the supervision of the police continued their 
scarch of the premises on which the alleged 
murder was committed, and where the body of 
the victim was supposed to Jie buried in an old 
well. Itis now thought that if a murder was 
committed by Shinnick, as his dying wife states, 
he made way with the body by some other 
means, or only knocked the man down, robbed 
him and then put him out of his house. Noth- 
ing was found by the searchers to indicate 
either that a murder had been committed or 
that there had ever been a well on the prem- 
ises, although = tw old citizens assert that 
there was one. Mrs. Shinnick, who is not yet 
dead, sticks firmly to her original statement, 
but belief in it is weakening on account of the 
fact that nothing has been found to sustain her 
assertions, and the further fact that she is a 
woman who did not bear a good character be- 
fere marriage, It is asserted by many that she 
had a revengeful motive Against her husband 
on account of ill treatment. A telegram from 
Cincinnati received here today states that Shin- 
nick has been in the workhouse in that city for 
two months past, and is there still for disorder.

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A CLEVER COUNTERFEIT. 


Discovery of a Den of Counterfeiters Who 
Have Been Puzzling Ofticials. 

CHiIcAGo, December 21.—For several months, 
not only Chicago, but Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Milwaukee and smaller cities of the northwest 
have been flooded with spurious silver dollars, 
so closeiy resembling the -genuine article that 
even experts were deceived. Secret service 


officers have at last discovered that the coins /- 


were made on a small farm sixteen miles 
southeast of Pullman and shipped to Milwan- 
kee to a physician, who distributed them in 
quentities to suit retail shavers. The doctor was 
arrested, Oflicials hastened to the factory, but 
were an hour behind the counterfeiters, who had 
hastily thrown away a great part of their im- 
pk ments and fled. Someof their tools were 
fownd and a considerable quantity of different 
metals, platinum steel filings, silver leaf and 
coinposition white metal. The counterfeits 
coirespond in weight exactly with the United 
Stutes dollar, and have the genuine ring when 
tested: The metal of which they are made is 
an entirely new and dangerous composition, 
whose constituent parts and mettalurgists 
workmanship is almost perfect. The only de- 
fect that is readily discernible being that the 
letter ‘DD’ in the motto “InGod We Trust,” 
slants like an italic letter.

A FRAUDULENT FAILURE. 


The New York Supreme Court Decide that 
the Marx Brothers Tried to Swindle. 

New YoRKy December 21.—In the special 
term of the supreme court today Judge Van 
Brunt cave a decision that the assignment of 
the firm of Kossuth Marx & Co., the well 
known Maiden Lane jewelers and diamond deal- 
ers, made in September, 1885, was null and void. 
He declared it to be the consummation of a 
scheme to defraud their creditors, who were 
chiefly foreigners, and ordered it to be set aside 
on these grourids. The firm was composed of 
three brothers,. Kossuth, Adolphus and Jacob 
Marx. The firm failed in that month for over 
a million of dollars. The failure created 
considerable excitement both here and aboard 
in the trade. Attachments were at once pro- 
cured against the property of the firm, and 
suits were brought to set aside the assignment 
on the ground of fraud, by both home and 
foreign creditors, ‘The firm had extensive 
foreign dealings. Jacques, Myers and other 
London creditors joined in tlie suits,and the case 
was tried before Judge Van Brunt last month. 


His decile ay states that while there 
is uo dinect preomibat the firm paid certain 
claims, evidently¥ fraudulent, yet chenwetanctt 
point that way, and indicate that the firm had 
mede long preparations fer.assignment. He 
said the firm  had_ protected friends 
and relatives at the ex pense 
others abroad. Individual members of 
firm drew heavily for expenses. The notes of 
Charles Rausch, a debtor, were accepted and he 
was released from payment on notes. 

Their system of bookkeeping was doctored 
to deceive. All of the circumstances, to the 
mind of the court, were suspicious, There- 
fore his decision was against the validity of the 
assignment. 


BUSINESS FAILURES. 


McCoon Suspends in New York—A 
Mineapolis Disaster. 

New York, December 21.—The suspension 
of J. H. McCoon was annoucced today on the 
stock exchange. This is one of the houses re- 
ported in trouble in the panic last Wednesday, 
but which tided the trouble over till today.

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MR. POWDERLY ISSUES A SECRET 
CIRCULAR. 


He Directs that Money Haised for the Condemned 


Anarchists be Refunded te the Contributors— 
A Convention to be Held in Indianape- 
lis to Form a State Assembly, Btc. 


Curcaao, December 21.—An important secret 
circular has been reeeived by district assemblies 
64 and 75Knights of Laber of this city, from 
Master Workman Powderly, concerning the 
factional quarrels which have existed in the 
organization for some time. The circular 
touches upon several topics, but the most im- 
portant are political questions and the action of 
the knights in reference to the condemned an- 
archists. When the order is promulgated it is 
claimed that the conservative element of the 
organization will be pleased with Mr. Powder- 
ly’s commands, while they will great- 
ly displease radical wing. Mr. 
owderly has ordered 
workmen of districtassemblies twenty-four and 
fifty-seven not to allow any money to be col- 
lected for the condemned anarchists, and in- 
structs that ifanmy. fomds have been collected 
that such moneys be returned to the assemblies 
and the persons who contributed it. 

The general master workman’s action, it is 
contended, settles the question of the relation 
of the Knights of Labor and anarchists. It al- 
so explains why, in the joint meeting of these 
district assemblies last Sunday, the sympathy 
matter was not brought up when the meeting 
was for that purpose.

A SPLIT LOOKED FOR. 


Machinery Constructors Dissatisfied With the 
Action of the Executive Board. 


PHILADELPHIA, December 21.—The Record 
tomorrow will say: 

‘The desire of assemblies of machinery construct- 
ors of the Knights of Labor to obtain from the gen- 
eral executive beard of the national trades a char- 
ter for their industry has become so urgent as to 
render a splitinthe ranks of the orderin case the 
request be uot granted. The members in this in- 
dustry comprise work®érs in all trades for construc- 
tion—boiler makers, blacksmiths, machinists. The 
claim that it is right they should be allowed to di- 
rect the business that pertains to their 
particular interest. For instance. should 

ibe employes of some particular 
machinery establishment desire to strike, and a 
great majority of their brethren in other shops be 
convinced that such action would be unnecessary 
and injurions to the larger number, it is claimed 
ibat a district assembiy, composed of other trades, 
should not be given anthority to compel such 
Strike to the injury of those who do not choose to 
goout. The wish is that machinists be granted 
the power to regulate the internal affairs of their 
industry while holding allegiance to the princi- 
ples of the order. The petition to the general ex- 
ecutive board setting forth this idea in detail, was 
a practical result of the convention of lo- 
cal assemblics held fin Cincinnati on. No- 
vember 8th. Delegates were present representi 
twenty-one local assemblies, principally in Cht- 
cago, Cleveland, Covington, Cincinnati, Scranton, 
Philadelphia, Wilmington, Del., Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, New York, Newark, N. J., Troy, N. Y., and 
Spceshone, Idaho, The petition was presented on 
the lith of November, and the committee were'in- 
formed that the board would look into the mattér 
and give areply ina shorttime. ‘And that,’’ said 
one of the committee today, ‘‘is the last we have 
heard of the petition. The local assembly which I 
represent has notified the board that if an answer 
be not returned by the 27th of this month, we will 
surrender otir charter.” 


BURIED UNDER, OTHER BUSINESS. 


The South Carolina Bill Against Labor Or- 
ganizations. sae 

COLUMBIA, 8, C,, December 21.—[Special.]— 
The judielary committee of the house of rep- 
resentatives, has made an adverse report upon 
the bill which was passed by the senate on Sat- 
urcay. making it a misdemeanor punishable by 
fire and imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
any labor or other organization to interfere 
with agrieultural laborers whe are under con- 
tract. ‘Jhe bill takes its place near the foot of 
the crowded calendar, and its consideration by 
the house is thus virtually postponed until next 
winter, as the general assembly will adjourn 
sine die Thursday night. The avowed object 
of this measvre was to prevent the enrollment 
of colored farm laborers as members of the 
Knights of Labor, and its passage by the senate 
created considerable excitement among the 
knights .of this state, as well as elsewhere 
throughout the country. 


Trouble in a Chicago Assembly. 

CHicaGco, December 21.—Two weeks ago, as- 
sembly No, 6,570, Knights of Labor, composed 
of carpenters, elected James Brennock 
delegate to United Labor conference. On 
Monday, the night body met again, and some 
members proceeded to undo their action, and 
elected William H. Jackson as delegate.

CARNESVILLE, Ga., December 21.—[{Special,] 
Before Sanders was taken out and lynched he 

was interviewed by Tuer CONSTITUTION’S repre- 
sentative. Sanders was a small man, weighing 
about 125 pounds. He had black eyes, fair 
complexion, and a retreating forehead, one 
shewing more animal nature than human. He 
bad a most remarkable face. When one stood 
in front of him there would be a smile playing 
ever one side of his face and a frown over the 
ether, the line between the two expressious 
being plainly seen by one when in front of 
him, and the effect produced was not pleasant. 

HIS EARLY LIFE. 

He was twenty-two years old, and was born 
in Oconee county, 8S. C. He was married four 
yeare ago to Miss Lou Davis, of Pendleton, 8. 
€. They parted a short time after their mar- 
riage. They had a fuss, in which, he says, she 
loaded his pistol and gave it to John Hellems 
to kill him with. He cut her throat with a 
knife, was arrested, tried and found guilty, 
sent to the South Carolina peni- 
tentiery,, at Columbia, where he _ re- 
mained eleven months for assault 
with intent to murder. He afterward went to 
Chattanocga and Memphis, Tenn., spending 
three or four months in the latter place. He 
then came back to Georgia, stopped near Car- 
tereville, and worked four months with D. J. 
Lewis. He afterward lived some time with a 
Methodist preacher near there, with whom he 
bad a fuss because he would not furnish him as 
he wanted him to, and left his employ. 

BACK AT HOME. 

He then went back to Oconee county, S. C., 
his old tramping grounds, and opened up busi- 
pess anew. He 
fusses of various kinds. He had a fuss with 
Eud Burdett, in which a woman, he 
RAS, was the origin of the 
difficulty. They fell out about Burdett’s sister, 
and he cut him across the ribs, inflicting an

petrstor of the crime, and like a drowning man 
weuld catcha straw, he swore that he killed 
Mr. Swilling and his wife, and laughed while 
on the stand in such a way that the large 
crowd was almost tempted to take him off the 
stand and kill him on the spot. He said his 
father was a postmaster at Oakway, Oconee 
eounty, South Carolina; a notary public, and 
also a preacher. Sanders’s full name was Wil- 
liam Tyre Franklin Sanders.- He was 
named for two preachers. He detailed 
a number of misdemeanors of minor 
importance, which only goes to- 
show that he had gone through the whole cat- 
ak gue of crime, and al ways claims he committed 
his meanness in self defense. He gave as his 
ressonu for killing Swilling and wife that of self- 
éeicnse.

Gardner personally responsible for what he 
had said. Mr. Murphy and Mr. Barret left the 
ccmunittee room first, Mr. Madden next, and 
Mr. Gardner last. Outside the room, without 
any notiee, Mr. Murphy struck Mr. Gardner in 
the face, just asthe latter walked out of the 
door. Mr. Gardner did not fall through the 
dvor. He tried to get rid of his overcoat, in 
order to defend . himself, but members of the 
committee interfered and stopped the difficulty. 
Mr. Gardner stated to the committee that he 
regretted the occurrence, but Mr. Murphy's 
action showed what kind of a man he was, amd 
what methods he used in the attempt to carry 
his measures. Mr. Gardner said he regretted 
the diflienlty, but was not to blame. He and 
his colleague were in the house by a majority 
of over three hundred, and were trying to rep- 
rescnt their constituents fairly. As far as per- 
scnal matters were concerned, he and his col- 
league could take care of themsel ves. 

Mr. Gardner’ stated, also, that he remained 
in the committee room only for the purpose of 
making a statement to the committee, and then 

walked out, thinking he would meet Mr. Mar- 
ph y. He had not, however, seen Mr. Murphy 
since. Mr. Gardner closed by thanking the 
house for patiently bearing his statement. 

Mr. Madden, of Pike, also rose to a question 
of personal privilege. ‘He saw the difficulty 
between Mr; Gardner and Mr. Murphy.

CENTRAL RAILROAD. 
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MACON NEWS 


THE MEETING OF THE NEW CITY 
COUNCIL. 


Mayor Price in His Speceh Gives a Glowing Story of 
the Progress of the City~ The Reports of the 
Committees The Election of the New 
Ci'y Officials Other News Notes. 


Macon, Ga. December 21.—[{Special.}—At 
the meeting of the council there wasa full 
board present tonight, with Mayor Price pre- 
siding. The caucus was a long one, and it was 
&:10 when the clerk began reading the minutes. 

Dr. W, C. Bass, of Wesleyan college, present- 
ed a paper containing a strong argument 
against a resolution of council requiring a 
picket fence around the grounds of the college. 

He states that the contractor has already ma- 
terial for the erection of a board fence, which 
furnishes more privacy for the unprotected 
girls, who seek recreation on the grounds, 
Referred to street committee. 

Chief L. M. Jones, of the fire department, 
read an exhaustive report of the depart- 
ment for the past year. He  recom- 
mended the electric fire alarm 
so that fires may be located and valuable time 
saved. 
and complained of the scarcity and inferiority 
of the hose in use; also a new hook and ladder 
truck. He further asked that engine No. 6, in 
East Macon, be furnished with a new boiler; 
also that a new engine be provided for that 
company. He recommended that the city pro- 
vide horses to pull the reels, so that more hose 
ean be carried,and that a supply wagon be pro- 
vided to carry coal for the engines. He fur- 
ther recommends the appointment of a fire 
warden to watch for defective flues, and that 
the office of warden and chief be combined, 
and that pew plugs in the unprotected portions 
of the city be constracted. Referred to the 
fire cow mittee. 

A petition from the contractors erecting the 
United States building asking to be allowed to 
erect posts, run guy ropes, ete., was granted. 

A petition for a fire plug at the foot of Pop- 
lar street was referred to the water supply 
committee. 

THE MAYOR'S REPORT, 

Mayor Price read 41s report for the past term 
of his office. He“? earsed the financial con- 
dition of the city.) 1 owing that the indebted- 
ness had been wonderfully decreased, and the 
resources widened. He finds the expense ac- 
count of the city for the year $191,788.43. The 
back tax of the city amounts to $24,73L.15, of 
which over $1,500 is due from the East Ten- 
nessee railroad, which has paid no tax in fuur 
years. Iie reported five thousand dollars in 
Covington aud Macon railroad bonds, and 
twenty-five hundred from the county for the 
chain gang received during the year. 

He favored the parking and improvement 
of the streets and compliments the fire depart- 
ment, but urges the necessity of more water. 
The present lighting of the city is declared in- 
sufficient. The market question is favored, 
aiter sewerage is increased. In referring to 
the board of health he urged the question of 
better sewerage. In speaking to the police he 
complimented Chicf Wiley aud the men under 
him on their efficiency. Ocvher officials were 
flatteringly complimented, especially Panch 
Blue, the clerk. The report suggests the erec- 
tion of an elegant high school building on the 
sight designated, and a building for a colored 
school in the lower part of the city.

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HE KILLED A CHILD, 


A ete tet, 
A Negro Man Arrested in Atlanta---He is 
Wanted in Birmingham. 

Jeseph Williams, a young negro man, was 
arrested last night by Detectives Bedford and 
Aldridge, because he is wanted in Birmingham 
for killing a small boy. 

Wiliams has been in Atlanta constantly since 
the killing, : 

Ope night about three months ago several 
negroct, who were at a bal) in Birmingham, 
fell out and became involved in a genera! fight. 
Williams, who went by the name of Shedd, 
was one ofthe crowd engaged in the fight 
curing whieh he fired at a man named Morri- 
fon, One of the originators of the row. The 
bail missed the man but strack a child, who 
was near the crowd, killing him instautly. Whan 
the child was shot he was standing in a lot in 
the rear of the honse in which the row began, 
and as he was not found until the next morn- 
ing his death was not known, and but little 
importance was attached to the row. 

On the morning after the row the dead child 
was found in the lot. A bullet hole through 
the be ad was suffic:ent evidence of the cause of 
the child’s death, but for a time the officials 
end the public were at a loss to know by whom 
the shot was fired. For two days detectives 
worked on the case, and then the 
trouble at the ball . was thought 
of. This was investigated. The investigation 
disclosed the fact that Shed or Williams, was 
the only man in the crowd who had fired a 
pistol. This, of course, placed the crime at 
the negro’s door, but when the officers made 
au attempt to arrest him he was gone. A re- 
ward was offered quickly for his arrest, and a 
cescription sent broad cast. Atlanta was 
among the places to which the description was 
mailed, and when it was placed upon the bulle- 
tin board at police headqnarters the men ob- 
served it.. Detectives Bedford and Aldridge 
were among those who saw the description, 
and began watching for the fugitive. A few 
days ago they ascertained that a negro man 
named Williams, who was running on the East 
Tennessee road, answered the desecrip- 
tion given by Shed. The detectives 
at once began watching for Williams, and last 
bight ran upon him. At first the darky pre- 
tended that he knew nothing of the affrir for 
whichghe was arrested, but afcer a short time 
gave in and admitted everything. He ac- 
knowledged that his name was Shed, and'that 
he had fired the pistol. He even went further 
and saidthat he knew the bullet had killed 
the bey the next morning. Immediately after 
the arrest of Williams, Chief Connolly sent a 
telegram to the Birmingham chief of police 
acquainting bim with the arrest. Later a 
message Was reccived instructing the clrief to 
hold the neevro.

A TUB OF BOILING WATER 


COMES VERY NEAR CAUSING AN 
INSTANT DEATH. 


G over Daniel, a Butcher at Work in West Bod, is 
Knocked into a Vat of Sealding Water—A Fel- 
low Workman Jerks Him Out—He is 
Most Severseiy Beald«d, Htc, 


Grover Daniel, a butcher, whose home is: on 
Hill avenue, was fo severely scalded yesterday 
that he will in all probability die. Since Monday 
morning Daniel has been working at Alexander's 
slaughter pen near West End. Yesterday he was 
engaged butchering hogs, and during the day 
killed and cleaned a large number. When dark 
came the pen only contained afew hogs, and Dan- 
iel decided to butcher them before quiting. The 


hot water and a dead hoy was thrown into it, dip- 
red argund and drawn out. As the hog was puil- 
ed out Deniel was standing near the scalding 
tub with his back toward it. A hog. was then 
ruvhing through the lot acd passing near Daniel, 
ran between his legs. The collision was not a vio- 
lent one, but was enough to cause the butcher to 
fall backward against the tub of hot water. The 
tub was placed on an incline with the month near 
the ground, and Daniel struck it in sich a way that 
he wes thrown into it. Just as he struck the hot 
water he gave a yell which attracted the aitention 
ot Bob Ratteree, who was near. Rat- 
teree heard the yell, and looked around just a: 
Daniel was ere into the water. He reilizei 
the danger, and reaching out, grabbed Daniel by 
the head as his body went under the scalding hot 
water. He was notableto puil him out, but was 
strong cnough to keep his head out of the hot 
water until the meninthe yard could aidin“the 
rescue. 

When Daniel was drawn from the tub of steam- 
ing water be wasas limp asa rag and unable to 
x abe, His clothes were wet from his knees to his 
shoulders, and the hot steam leaving them showed 

that he had been severely scalded. The men about 
the pen were unable to do auything for Daniel 
and telephoned for a physician. Dr. Roach re- 
sponded to the call, and when he reached the 
yard Daniel was_ suffering intensely. His 
eToans and cries could be heard a half block away. 
A carriage was procured and Daniel was driven to 
hishome. There an examination showed that the 
skin and flesh were dropping off and were ready to 
drop off i:om the man’s hips to his shoulders. He 
suffered most intensely as his clothing was being 
removed, and as the skin left his 
body agonizing cries went up. 
Soothing lotions were applied and opiates were ad 
ministered as qnickly as possible. They rendered 
the man’s concition easier, and at midnight he 
was quiet, 

The physician considers Daniel's condition ex- 
tremely Gangerous, butsayshe may pull through 
with care. The man’s c-cape from iustant death 
was almost a miracle. 
beat at hand, and caught Danie!s by the head as 
he dropped into the vat of hot water, his heal 
would have gone under, and death would in all

T WILLiAM SOUTHERN NABBED. | 


An Old Offender, After Frequently Eluding 


the Officers, is Caught at Last. 

Seme cighteen months ago, information was 
conveyed to the revenue officers that in Gil- 
wer county an extensive distillery was run by 
Jim Southern, William Southern and several! 
others, who defied the authorittes and persist- 
ed fora long time*in “this illteit business: “Tt 
was planned secretly that a raid should be 
made cn this gang, and Deputy Collector Bled- 
so ed Deputy Marshal Campbell were de- 
tailed to manage the attack. These officials 
quictly moved on the enemy and stealthily 
gained an entrance into the distillery. The 


moonshiners were surprised and they made a- 


break. Two of the number, William Sovthern 
and Jim Southern, not so alert as their com- 
panions, were captured and locked into tire 
house of John Fowler. During the night Jim 
Southern escaped by climbing through the roof, 
and William was about to follow suit, when he 
was grabbled by Collector Bledso. A conflict 
bet ween the officer and the prisoner ensued, 
the latter bringing his handy knife into play 
with terrific effect. Southern wounded Bledso 
desperately and then made good escape. For a 
long time it was feared that the wounded man’s 
injuries would’ prove fatal) but finally Mr. 
Bledso recovered and returned to his duties in 
the revenue department. All effortsto capture 
either of the Southerns proved futile, and they 
went to the mountains and began their contra- 
band whisky traffic again. Several raidiug 
parties attempted to effect their capture, but in 
some way the offenders would always elude 
thém. A few days ago, however, the veteran 
moonshiner was not so fortunate and was nab- 
bed by a party of revenue men. Night before 
last he was brought to Atlanta and placed in 

jail. There are some three or four charges of 
vislating the revenue laws laid against South- 
ein, besides the more serious one of attempt- 
ing to kill Collector Bledso. Jim Southern is 
still beyond the reach of of the authorities.
